NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN  that a public hearing on the matter of adoption of 
rules and regulations for the South Coast Air Quality Management District (AQMD), or 
the amendments thereto, will be held on September 3, 2004 in the Diamond Bar 
Auditorium, AQMD Headquarters, 21865 Copley Drive, Diamond Bar, CA, at 9:00 a.m., 
at which time evidence will be taken and all interested persons will be heard by the 
AQMD Board. 
 

NOTICE IS FURTHER GIVEN  that the AQMD is considering the amendment 
of Rule 2007 to address CARB concerns regarding the reintroduction of power plants to 
the RECLAIM trading market.  The proposal contains a provision to continue the existing 
trading provisions, contingent upon other RECLAIM rule amendments (currently 
scheduled for November 2004) that will decrease allocations to implement the 2003 
AQMP Control Measure CMB-10 and to reflect Best Available Retrofit Control 
Technology (BARCT).  The air quality objective is to ensure BARCT adjustments are 
made to facility allocations prior to removal of power plant trading restrictions.
